Invasion Front Is 
Bogged Down in 


Heavy Rain, Mud 


Supreme 
Headquarters 
Allied 


Expeditionary Force. July 
22— 


(AP)—The vast allied military or- 
ganization in Normandy bogged 
down in the mud of France today 
without a single advance being re- 
ported to the supreme command 
m the past 24 hours. 


The war's briefest communique 


for an operation as great as the 
allied invasion summed 
up the 


situation in fixe words: "There is 
nothing to report". 


The only change reported was 


the loss of Esquay. southwesl of 
Caen between the Oren and Odon 
iixcrs. 
The supreme command's 


report did not state whether the 
loss was due to German action or 
whether the town 
merely wab 


abandoned to no man's land be- 
cause it is m low ground 


In the lull the supreme com- 


mand checked battle icports and 
found that conflicting field dis- 
patches had led to some erroneous 
beliefs which \\crc passed on to 
prcsa conferences.
